WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—A pros- 
pect of a 100 per cent increase in 
the price of ham and bacon if the 
emergency domestic allotment farm 
relief bill becomes a law was pre- 
sented to the Senate Agriculture 
Committee today by a spokesman 
for the meat packers. 

G. F. Swift, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Public Relations of the 
Institute of American Meat Pack- 
ers, told the Senators that such a 
price boost would hurt rather than 

“help the country’s hog producers 
by greatly reducing consumption of 
pork. 
The bill would tax the packer of 
hogs and the processors of six other 
selected products to provide a 
bounty for the farmer. 

Destruction of the daily cash mar- 
ket for hogs if the bill should pass 
was predicted by Swift. 

“You can get a fixed price for a 
portion of the hog supply,” he said, 
“but you simply make the balance 
if the supply unmarketable. 

“Inasmuch as fresh pork is high- 
ly perishable, the packer is always 
in the position of having to sell, 
and sell promptly; but the consum- 
er is never in the position of hav- 
jng to buy pork. He can always 
pubstitute other foods. 

Would Reduce Purchases. 

“I hope you realize what the ef- 
fect of artificially advancing the 
cost of hogs to the packing indus- 
try by-law would be. The pack- 
ing industry would necessarily be 
wbliged to reduce materially its 
purchase of hogs.

Throng Extends Out to Street 
at Services for Cinderella, 
Abandoned in Ashpit.

In a brief address at the funeral 
of baby Cinderella, infant aban- 
doned in an ashpit, the Rev. Fred 
J. Fischer, assistant Catholic chap- 
lain at City Hospital, this after- 
noon commended her into the care

“It would not be fair to penalize 
the character building agencies ~ at 
this late date for their good sports- 
manship in stepping aside and let- 
ting the emergency appeal of the 
relief agencies have first chance. 

Program “Must Be Maintained.” 


“The welfare program of the 
community must be - maintained 
complete. We cannot take the sup- 
ports from under part of it without 
éndangéring the whole structure. 

“No one who has a stake in our 
present civilization can hope to get 
through this emergency without 
heavy sacrifice. The choice is not 
between supporting character build- 
ing agencies or saving money. It 
is whether we prefer to pay some 
thing for character and citizenship 
today or pay a lot more for jails and 
hospitals tomorrow. 

“Character building work, which

ON LACLEDE GAS 


Valuation Increase for Rate 
Making Sought on Pur- 
chase of Subsidiary of 
Own Holding Company. 


By the. Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Jun. 30.— 
The Public Service Commission has 
ordered a hearing to be held Feb, 
27 on the value for rate making of 
property purchased by the Laclede 
Gas Light Co. of St. Louis from the 
Missouri Industrial Gas Co. 

The Laclede company proposes 
to include this property in its rate 
base at’ $795,118, the price paid, 
but accountants of the commission, 
following an audit of the transac- 
tion, have reported not more than 
$600,000 should be allowed. «What- 
ever amount the commission allows 
will become part of the valuation 
upon which the reasonableness of 
St. Louis gas rates is determined. 

The purchase was a corporation 
family affair, as both Laclede Gas 
Light Co. and the Missouri Indus-

Utilities Power and Light Corpora- 
tion of Chicago, a holding com- 
pany.

YOUTH, 25, GETS LIFE TERM

Leonard Giltrude YTollows Exam- 
ple of Companion, Stanley Max- 
well, and Pleads Guilty.

Deadman had admitted the men to 
the house when they asked for 
something to eat. Deadman, asleep 
upstairs, was awakened by his 
wife’s screams. 

Maxwell was arrested immediate- 


iily after the killing. Giltrude fled 


to Washington, where as William 
Burke he was sentenced to Federal 
prison under the Dyer act. In 
prison he wrote Madison County 
authorities, offering to plead guilty. 

Mrs. Deadman, who now lives at 
Los Angeles, Cal., was in court to- 
day.

I 
would like to recall to the reader’s 
tind what I said, as to the proper 
way in my opinion to fight a south- 
paw. When the fight started I fol- 
lowed that plan of trying to bring 
Sullivan’s left hand out. I gave him 
sevéral feints. He backed across the 
ring without responding until he 
reached a corner. The lights above 
the ring were really very poor. 
This is not offered as an alibi for 
being hit. At any rate, when Sulli- 
van was backed against the ropes 
and could retreat no further he un- 
leashed a terrific left swing—just 
the thing I had been feinting him 


,| to start. 


Waiting for it, I failed to see it. 
It struck me square on the right 
point of the chin. It brushed off a 
half inch of skin and beard. It 
knacked me complétely around and 
hurled me against the ropes. I was 
terribly dazed. It was one of the 
hardest blows I had received up to 
that time.

Sullivan, realizing my condition, 
threw another wild swinging left 
which I half blocked with my glove 
and cheek bone. We clinched. Slim 
Brennan, the referee, broke us. 
When we broke I was still against 
the ropes, Sullivan started another 
wild swing.

We clinched again. Brennan broke 
us. I was still dazed but realized 
that I must get away from the 
ropes.

Tied for second place in the con- 

ference are Washington and Creigh- 
ton. each with two victories and a 
single defeat. The Bears lost to the 
Oklahoma Aggies, while Creighton 
was the victim of an upset surprise 
by Drake. Drake, winning from 
Grinnell Saturday, pushed the latter 
down into the circuit cellar. 
_ The general feeling of Valley ob- 
servers is that Butler should win to- 
night from Creighton, even though 
the Nebraska Bluejays are rated 
very tough on their home floor. 
This opinion is based on the idea 
that any team that can lose to 
Drake should have not the slightest 
difficulty in losing to Butler, as 
Butler. in non-conference games, 
owns a decision over Notre Dame, 
All told, Butler, in seven games, has 
yet to suffer a defeat.

MUKDEN, Manchuria, Jan. 30.— 
For the third time in four days, 
Japanese troops are reported to 
have repulsed a Chinese attack 
early today on Chiumenkow (Pass 
of Nine Gates) in the Great Wall 
of China. 

A Japanese communique says the 
Chinese suffered heavy losses and 
retreated to the west. No Japanese 
casualties are reported. 

The attacks on the Japanese gar- 
rison, which has oceupied the Chi- 
nese city since Jan. 10, are said to 
have been made by forces under the 
command of Gen. Ho Chu-kuo, oust- 
ed Chinese commander at Shan- 
haikwan. 

After the fall of Shanhaikwan on 
Jan. 3, a Japanese contingent was 
left in control there while a caval- 
ry brigade, following bombing 
planes, pushed north. Chiumen- 
kow, which is about 12 miles north 
of Shanhaikwan, was captured and 
a garrison left in control while the 
cavalry and plane escort continued 
northward along the Jehol-Man- 
churian border. 

The Great Wall, forming the 
southern border of Jehol, swings 
west from Chiumenkow. The pass 
was used by Chinese troops dis- 
patched northward to defend the 
Province of Jehol against ‘the long- 
heralded Japanese invasion. The 
Japanese plan to bring Jehol under 
the Government of Manchukuo, es- 
tablished in Manchuria by them.

— Chinese 
dispatches report clashes between 
the Chinese and Japanese along 
the eastern border of Jehol Prov- 
ince, the advices saying the Jap- 
anese have again bombed Kailu, in 
northeastern Jehol, from the air. 
One hundred houses in Kailu are 
reported to have been destroyed 
and several persons killed. 

It is further stated that Japanese 
infantry attacked Fowhsin in east- 
ern Jehol and were repulsed by 
the Chinese with the loss of 250 
men. The report, however, is be- 
lieved to be exaggerated. 

Reports that the Chinese have re- 
captured Chaoyang are considered 
ill-founded, since it is understood 
ast Japanese had not occupied the 
city.

British Goes to 
England .Tomorrow to 
Report on Warm Springs 
Debt Conversation.

WARM SPRINGS, Ga., Jan. 30.— 
President-elect Franklin D. Roose- 
velt and Ambassador Ronald Lind- 
say of Great Britain have talked 
over the Roosevelt idea for restora- 


tion of world trade and finanical 
stability in return for relief to war 
debtors, and Sir Ronald will sail 
tomorrow for London to report to 
Prime Minister Ramsay MacDon- 
ald. 

The conference took place yes- 
terday at the President-elect’s cot- 
tage atop Pine Mountain, and, af- 
ter three hours, this note, 
scratched out in ink, was handed 
to newspaper men by the Ambas- 
sador as he hurriedly departed: 

“The British Ambassador and Mr. 
Roowevelt have had a wholly in- 
formal and unofficial but very sat- 
isfactory conversation concerning 
tentatively the arrangements for 
the coming meetings in Washing- 
ton. It is hoped that it will be pos- 
sible to start these meetings early 
in March.” 

Mr. Roosevelt’s Pian. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s plan has been to 
talk separately and personally with 
individual representatives of the 
European debtors on the question 
of relief, linking the forthcoming 
world economic conference agenda 
with the debts conferences. 

Because of this attitude, it is re- 
garded as likely that the President- 
elect has indicated he would be glad 
to have Premier MacDonald come 
to Washington for the debfs talk. 
Sir Ronald intimated to newspaper 
men, however, that this would be 
very difficult for MacDonald be- 
cause of his manifold duties. 

Sdenes During the Meeting. 

Asked if the statement assumed 
that England would send a repre- 
sentative to this country to discuss 
debts and a delegation at the same 
time to consider separately the eco- 
nomic situation, Sir Ronald replied: 
“Oh, is that so? I know nothing 
about it.” With that he stepped 
into an automobile and sped for At- 
lanta to board a train. The Presi- 
dent-elect let the scribbled stxute- 
ment speak for itself and canceled 
plans for a press conference. 

He and Sir Ronald had had 
luncheon “together and were alone 
for most of the three hours they 
were together. Overhead army air- 
planes droned in a spectacular ma- 
neuver. Outside automobiles of 
tourists stirred the dusty roads of 
this hamlet. 

Before the Conference. 

, Talking with newspaper men be- 
fore the conference, the British 
Ambassador recognized a _ conflict 
of ideas on debts and econdmic 
procedure between the two govern- 
ments: Paraphrasing the recent 
British note, he said England was 
willing to talk debts, but, so far as 
the economic conference was con- 
cerned, no commitment could be 
made on this until all parties were 
together. 

“There are a large number of 
economic questions,” he said, ‘on 
which the United States and Great 
Britain could not come to a deci- 
sion by themselves. We are mighty 
fine fellows. We are not the whole 
world. We are perfectly willing to 
discuss war debts alone. Of course, 
if America wants to bring in other 
things, she may.” He talked while 
sitting on the rail of the cottage 
porch of Will Moore, where he kad 
spent the night. He drove at 11

Sir Ronald Speaks Hopefully. 

Whatever may have been said or 
done at the unprecedented meeting, 
the fact remains that Great Britain, 
who paid her Dec. ‘15 debt install- 
ment, is getting first attention from 
the new administration.

Talking at Leeds the other night about the Roose 
velt administration's willingness to discess the war 
debts, Neville Chamberlain, the British Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, used a couple of words that have 
aroused our senatorial ire. The offending words are 
“must” and “final.” Standing by themesives, in cold 


no taint of arrogance, no dictatorial flavor at all. 
Mr. Chamberlain wag not undertaking to define 
the conditions of England's participation in. the con- 
ference. He was expressing the hope that throughout 
the negotiations the conferees Would keep fn mind 
two things, which, to the English point of view, 
seemed essential: “First, that the settlement to be 
reached must be the final settlement, and, secondly, 
that it must be one which will not involve resump- 
tion of the claim on Germany for reparations, which 
ft was the object of the Lausanne settlement last 
year to ead.” 

The hope for a final settlement could, we believe, 


of disrupting the Treaty of Lausanne seems to us a 
groundless fear. But the construction of the Cham- 
Dderlain speech by Senator Hiram Johnson, for in- 
stance, as revealing the British “superiority com- 
plex,” is, in our opinion, far-fetched hnd, indeed, 
quite unjustified. 

The Chamberlain speech, in its entirety, was a 
grave, informed review of the war debts as a demor- 
alizing factor in the world’s post-war economy. The 
blighting effects of the debts on American trade, par- 
ticularly on the business of the American farmer, 
were stated in figures which, in the circumstances, 
may be accepted as accurate, and in an admirable 
spirit. Granting the speaker was primarily pleading 
the case of England, he was, in the larger sense, 
pleading the case of the world. As spokesman for 
the American farmer, he was an eloquent and con- 
vineing advocate. 

Let us not strew the roses too profusely. Mr. 
Chamberlain is an Englishman, and England was his 
client at Leeds. He is shedding no tears for the 
American cotton planter, or tobacco grower, or wheat 
farmer. But here is a question in whose enlightened 
settlement the American farmer has as vital a stake 
as the English farmer, or the European farmer; a 
question in which we gil have a stake, whatever our 
race, creed, employment or unemployment. 

That was the basis of the Chamberlain speech, and, 
it seems to us, it was capably done. It seems a 
fair judgment, too, that our senatorial indignation 
was for home consumption; that the emotion, in 
some instances, stooped pretty close to pettifogging.

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THE TECHNOCRACY PERIL. 
The publicity about Technocracy is a grave national 


peril, says Edgar Kobak, president of the Advertis- 
ing Federation of America. It has brought about 
hesitation and near-panic, he adds, frightened pub- 
lic and business leaders and “done more harm in 
slowing up buying than the invention of new ma- 
chines, accused of putting people out of work, could 
do.” So we have another explanation of the con- 
tinued depression. It is not loss of jobs or reduc- 
tions in pay or closing of banks that causes people 
to reduce their buying—it is those awful articles 
in the magazines about what the Technocrats pro- 
pose to do. 

Fortunately, there are a few watchdogs on guard 
against Technocratic publicity as a peril to our insti- 
tutions. A Chicago policeman recently arrested two 
men who were distributing handbills announcing a 
meeting where Technocracy was to be discussed. The 
Judge, not aware of the danger, released them. A 
Federal Judge, examining applicants for naturaliza- 
tion at Oklahoma City, compelled them to disavow 
any belief in Technocracy before granting their peti- 
tions. Most of them didn’t know what it was about, 
and disavowals were speedily given. Secretary Doak, 
our leading guardian, doesn’t tremble over this peril, 
however. Technocracy is not a subversive doctrine, 
he asserts, and has nothing to do with naturalize- 
tion. Mr. Kobak seems to have trouble in gaining 
recruits for his crusade, and the Technocrats prob- 
ably will continue to imterest and amuse rather 
than alarm. |

If business rules science, it will contribute to’enslaving mankind, says British scientist; 
if science is free, it will lead race to new freedom; giving two pictures of year 
2050, speaker predicts greater wars and exploitations if present trend goes on; two- 
hour work day, mew comforts and happier world will result from other course. 


From a Radio Address by Julian Huxley, Over National Broadcasting Co. Stations. 


HIS age, we have been told so often that 
“we are getting rather tired of it, is an 
age of science. On the other hand, there 
is growing up in some quarters a consider- 
able feeling of dissatisfaction with science 
and its ways. Science is cruel, say some, 
because it adds to the horrors of’ war. 
Science is wicked, say others, because it in- 
culcates a rationalist attitude to various so- 
cial and moral questions which have hith- 
erto been in the purview of religion or 
philosophy. Science is no use, says yet a 
third group, because through the applica- 
tions of science to industry we have arrived 
at our present mess of over-production and 
under-employment. 

Is this feeling justified? Perhaps we can 
help to answer this question by projecting 
our imagination forward a hundred years 
or so, and trying to visualize some of the 
ways in which the progress of science might 
change the world. Science is a method for 
finding out facts about the workings of na- 
ture, including human nature. Of its very 
nature, it cannot be either moral or immoral. 
In itself it is morally neutral: a tool for 
humanity to use. 

As I see it, there are various dangers 
ahead of science. It might be used mainly 
as a tool to serve the interests of business; 
it might be used mainly as a tool of nation- 
alist patriotism; it might be made to serve 
mere human self-indulgence and laziness. 
On the other hand, it might be used as a 
tool to promote the highest interests of 
society as a whole. Let us see if we can 
crystallize these contrasted possibilities in 
two alternative pictures of the world in 2050 
A. D. In the first, science, not only itself 
enslaved, is also a siave-driver. In the sec- 
ond, it is a willing partner with humanity. 


Here is one picture. The world is still 
divided up into separate states—not so many 
as now, perhaps four or five in all, but still 
nationalistic, still rivals, still mutually sus- 
picious. Each one is striving to build up 


vidual lives and happiness. 

Elaborate armaments are still necessary to 
protect the trade of one nation against the 
rivalry of others; and, as warfare has be- 
come highly scientific, a great deal of the 


scientific brains of each country are kept 


busy with applying methods of destruction 
(which, of course, are all called purely de- 
fensive). Rocket planes capable of traveling 
500 miles an hour; aerial torpedoes directed 
by wireless control from a remote base;

Science will be the slave of industry, nec- 
essary to its progress, and without freedom.

One has to hold on 
to something. Yet I can’t find any- 
thing that doesn't crumble in my 
hands. You seem steady. How do 
you manage? What’s your creed?” 
My creed? Even

I 
don’t believe that 


which is wise enough or sacred 
enough to last through our allot- 
ted “three score years.” 

I think our faith should grow as 
we grow, and change as life 
changes. And it seems to me as 
stupid and unhealthy to never 
change .one’s faith as to never 
change one’s linen. 

But there is one thing in which 
I do believe constantly—and all my 
blunderings have but intensified 
this belief. I believe in goodness. 

I can’t define goodness. No one 
can define it. An act that ‘was 
“seed” in 1833 might not be “good” 
at.ali in 1933. But the feeling be- 
hind any good act—the desire for 
decency, the love of honesty, the 
hunger for beauty—is always the 
same at any time. So, in that wide 
and.adventuring sense, I believe in 
goodness. 

I believe that goodness is wiser 
than any kind of smartness, strong- 
er than any sort of power. 

I believe that a good act is the 
most intelligent and beautiful and, 
in the long rurf, the most profitable 
form of human expression. 

However, I try not to fool my- 
self about goodness. 

L-know perfectly well that much 
which masquerades as goodness 
isrr’t goodness at all. I know that 
many of my own “good deeds” have 
actually sprung from cowardice, 
selfishness, ignorance and conceit 
although I did not always realize 
this when I committed them. 

And this is true of all of us. 
Much which we call “Virtue” is sim- 
ply a slick technique for dodging 
trouble. Millions have been “good” 
because they didn’t have the nerve 
tobe bad. Why do “the wicked 
flourish”? That's why. Because 
the average sinner has ten times as 
much backbone as the so-called 
Saint. 

So I don’t kid myself that Being 
Good is any snap. I know it’s the 
fightingest job any human can 
tackle. 

Nor do I allow myself to believe 
that Goodness always pays—in the 
sense that the world reckons profit; 
nor that Goodness is always safe— 
in the sense that the world reckons 
safety. Nor do I think that “if 
you're good, you'll be happy.” 

I believed all these things once. 
As a child I accepted them, with- 
out’ dispute, from my platitudinous 
elders, who abhorred the Naked 
Truth and felt that they had to 
dress up everything pretty, includ- 
ing God. But I soon found that 
Goodness was a far grimmer thing 
than I had been led to expect. 

I found that it required enormous 
courage to be good, and, what is 
even harder, unflinching honesty 
with oneself. ; 

I found that Goodness is always: 
tremendously costly. Nine times out 
of ten, really Good People are ex- 
tremely unpopular—and for a very 
obvious reason. THEY SHOW UP 
THE REST OF THE CROWD. 

That’s why martyrs were crucl- 
fied, tortured, burned at the stake; 
No one minded them being good 
but they made things so uncomfort- 
able for everyone else. It’s human 
to resent anyone who's obviously 
braver, kinder, cleaner and more 
honest than you are. It’s algo hu- 
man to give him the works—if th 
law will permit. . 

-And as for happiness, if you're 
truly trying to be good you can 
never be happy, for you're constant- 
ly seeing the other fellow’s need, 
and realizing what a four-flusher 
you are. 

Yet, in spite of all its difficulties 
and dangers, I BELIEVE IN 
GOODNESS. 

I Believe in Goodness because it’s 
the one quality which shoves hu- 
man life ahead—and shoves a man 
with it. It's the one thing that de- 
velops and feeds fine human pride, 
comforts human wéakness—and 
brings Man a little nearer to his 
lovely dream of God.

PROVERB has been de- 
A fined as the wisdom of 

many coined by the wit of 
one. Someone, by a happy 
phrase, sums up swiftly what 
many have learned by living 
and the phrase jingles in the 
talk of men for ages.

This jump raise

tems for fear of passing out a, 
game. In my bidding procedure its 
purpose is twofold, depending on 
the position of the opening one-no- 
trump bidder. : 

When Your Partner Has Opened 
With One No Trump as Dealer 
or Second Hand. 

Under these conditions, the re- 
sponse of three no trumps is a mild 
slam try, informing the partner 
that you have a tremendously pow- 
erful hand in high cards, and that 
you want him to develop the bid- 
ding further if he has more than a 
minimum opening no trumper, 
either in the form of reserve pri- 
mary or partly secondary values, or 
through possession of an unbid 
five-card suit. To make this jump 
taise when you have:not had the 
opportunity to bid or pass, your 
hand should contain three primary 
tricks, though in this situation 
Q J x may be given full value as 
a half trick, and some re-enforcing 
card or cards in addition, such as a 
jack or 10 or even 9-8 supporting 
one of the honors. Normally no 
suit-holding should be weaker than 
K x or @ J x, though as weak a 
holding as Q x x or, exceptionally, 
J 10 x would be acceptable provided 
this weakness were offset by addi- 
tional strength elsewhere in the 
hand. It is impractical to give any 
fractional] trick valuation to low re- 
enforcing values, but we must rec- 
ognize that in powerful combined 
partnership holdings they are very 
helpful in the play. They frequently 
provide tenace or finesse situations 
by which an adverse honor may be 
trapped, by finesse or end play. 

Allow for Weak Doubletons. 

If your hand contains a double- 
ton, beware of making a slam try in 
no trumps unless it is a strong 
doubleton such as A 10 or K J. 
Since with such holding it would be 
gratifying if the slam should finally 
be bid in a suit, I feel safer if both 
my four-card suits are headed by 
two face cards, one of which is 
higher than the queen, so that if 
by any good fortune the opener 
could, in response to my slam try, 
bid one of these suits, there would 
be no losing trick in it. Failing 
this, be conservative with a double- 
ton in your hand; and bid only two 
no trumps unless there is an extra 
half trick in reserve elsewhere in 
your hand.

- Undeubtedly this is true. Women’ 
have decided that in times like 
these it is best to stick to their 
knitting. They are staying at home 
more than they did when money 
was plentiful and Europe was a 
place to talk about in familiar 
terms. When they greet each other 
now, “What have you been mak- 
ing?” takes the place of the old 
familiar phrase, “Where have you 
been ?” 
While this vogue for hand-made 
articles is nation-wide, St. Louis 
is regarded as a pioneer, accord- 
ing to one St. Louis retailer. This 
is especially true of knitting. 
“Sports fashions usually start on 
the west coast, other fashions 
usually start at resorts, but 
knitting styles start in St. -Louis,” 
she said in discussing this trend. 
“Women here.are inherently 
interested in making things. The 
tradition has been handed down 
through generations. During the 
war, the knittting record of St. 
Louis women was remarkable. So 
when they discovered that ey 
must find new ways to occupy their 
time due to lower: incomes, they 
naturally took up needlework and 
soon became adept at it again.”

Some of these store guests are 
there when the store opens in the 
morning because they drive town- 
town with their husbands on their 
way to work. Those interested in 
exclusive designs prefer less crowd- 
ed hours because what one woman 
makes others who see it also want 
to make, and soon a design no long- 
er is exclusive. The art needle- 
work department has become the 
meeting place of friends who gath- 
er before going on to a motion pic- 
ture show, before luncheon engazge- 
ments or between shopping expedi- 
tions. 


Knitting and quilting: are the 


most popular handicrafts according 


to the statement of women in 
charge of art needlework depart- 
ments in St. Louis stores. Other 
favorite home arts are crocheting, 
rug-making, applique, needlepoint, 
painting decorations on wood and 
metal, peasant embroidery and 
lampshade making. Since quilting 
requires little, if any, instruction 
it is impossible to estimate the 
great popularity of this fad. Three 
knitting instructors are employed 
in store to one of all‘other handi- 
crafts. 

Suits and dresses are the two 
most popular hand-knitted items. 
A. woman exclaims “I’ve started my 
seventh suit” with as much exalta- 
tion as she would have exclaimed 
two years ago “I won $10 at bridge 
today.” Sweaters, berets, scarfs, 
bags, golf socks, sports coats, bath- 
ing suits and even evening dresses 
are among other clothes items 
which women are knitting. Wool, 
Viennese wool, Shetland floss, En- 
glish tweed wool and ice wool are 
the most popular yarns. 

While most beginners start with 
the smailer articles some women 
prefer a dress or a suit as their 
first venture. Such a task is not 
easy. because besides learning the 
proper stitches, there is the prob- 
lem .of modifying designs to the 
proportions of the wearer and the 
question of color harmonies. Some 
St. Louis women have made as 
many as 18 stits or dresses, accord- 
ing to store‘instructors.. And when

knitter takes from six weeks to six 
months to complete a suit or dress 
but aiskilled worker who has made 
as many as 15 dresses can make 
anether in 10 days.

The popularity of 
American and French peasant fur- 
niture has kept women interested 
in hand-made rugs because ‘they 
fit so perfectly into these decora- 
tive schemes. A petit point Aubu- 
son rug is a new type which is be- 
coming popular. As this is done 
with a needle which makes a very 
short loop it is a great saver of 
wool. Women also like it because 
this rug needs no clipping. 

The tremendous interest’ in quilt- 


ing is seen by crowds attending 


in stores recently. Practically every 
quilt pattern known to women was 
included in“one of these fairs, as 
were newer and therefore less fa- 
miliar ones. Grandmother's flower 
garden and the. -double. wedding 
ring pattern were two outstanding 
favorites, but some newcomers in- 
cluding the Oriental poppy design 
and poinsetta design which are 
quite colorful. appealed to large 
numbers.

Reaction After Effort 

NYONE who has watched chil- 

dren come home from school 

nows that they seem to be es- 
pecially wild and full of mischief. 
Intuitively we feel that this is the 
result of the school day with its 
long hours of sitting still and work- 
ing at tasks which require effort 
and concentration. 

The psychological explanation of 
this reaction is that children work- 
ing are using energies which with- 
out conscious effort would express 
themselves in aggressive, déstruc- 
tive or. unsocial behavior. 

Because of a desire to keep the 
approval of parents or of a well 
liked teacher, the child is able to 
accomplish this feat, but only for 
limited periods of time. Then as 
his fatigue mourits he is unable to 
go on. He becomes restless, inat- 
tentive, naughty. His instinctive 
wishes first a short circuit to ex- 
pression. : 

What is true of work also is true 
of what’ we call being good. He can 
be good just as long as he does not 
become fatigued with the effort. 
Fortunately we are learning more 
and more how to help children to 
be good without conscious effort. 

Since under wise handling he has 
to do fewer things that definitely 
go against the grain of his instinc- 
tive wishes he 


psychic energy for attacking un- 
congenial tasks than heretofore. 

When a child has done something 
which we know demanded of him 
effort and self-control we must see 
to it that we allow him immediately 
afterwards an opportunity for re- 
action. After he has faithfully 
helped dry the dishes, for instance, 
or picked scraps off the floor, he 
needs to run out and play violently 
or do anything else which he espe- 
cially enjoys. =
